WIPED OUT AT TOULON 

In addition, most of the German 
242nd and 244th Infantry divisions 
were revealed to have been wiped 
out at Toulon, now completely 
liberated, and still embattled Mar- 
seille. 

More than 7,000 prisoners were 
captured in the two port cities, 
Gen. Sir Henry Maitland Wilson 
announced in his daily. com- 
munique, bringing to more than 
30,000 the total seized since the 
first landings Aug. 15. . 

The Toulon naval base was clear- 
ed completely of Germans yester- 
day after a nine-day battle. Some 
enemy pockets still were holding 
out in the port area of Marseille, 
however, denying its. use to the 
Allies. Marauder and Mitchell 
bombers made 12 attacks yesterday 
on Pomergue and Ratonneau islands 
in Marseille harbor, knocking out 
troublesome gun batteries. 


MINESWEEPING ACTIVITY 

A naval communique reported 
“great minesweeping activity” off 
the entire coast of south France 
from Marseille east to Cannes, ob- 
viously a prelude to increased use 
of the port to supply and equip the 
invasion forces. 

On the eastern flank, other 
American elements of Lt. Gen. 
Alexander M. Patch’s 7th Army 
reached the Var river at several 
places in’ an eight-mile advance 
from Antibes to within four miles 
of Nice. 

Secrecy still obscured progress of 
the American column which fanned 
out north toward Lyon and the 
Swiss frontier.

A Canadian Flag 


The agitation for a distinctive Canadian 
flag has been resumed throughout the 
country with emphasis and even with some 
bitterness. Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King’s intimation that he would like to see 
a distinctive flag has evidently blown on the 
sparks of that sort of patriotism which 
leans heavily on symbols. 

The cry used to be that lack of a pure- 
ly Canadian flag caused confusion between 
Canada and other parts of the British Em- 
pire. That is hardly the case today. The 
red ensign carrying the Canadian arms. is 
used by Canadians only. It distinguishes 
Canadian institutions perfectly, Why, then, 
the demand for something more complete- 
ly Canadian? 

Surely the patriots are not clamoring 
for a device that will exclude the Union 
Jack. But if they do not want to exclude 
the Union Jack, what is the matter with 
the red ensign as it is used today? 

As a matter of fact, one frequently sus- 
pects that these frantic demands for dis-. 
tinctive national symbols are based on 
something very like hysteria. Symbolism is 
an excellent and essential thing. But after 
all, symbols are only shadows. And some- 
times people overstress shadows because 
they are conscious of a lack of substance. 

Flag worship is a comparatively new 
thing in human history. The first flags or 
heraldic devices were displayed for iden- 
tification purposes because the wearers 
thereof were so bundled up in armor that 
they could not be recognized. To print a 
mame on a Shield would have been use- 
leas because few could have read it. Per- 
haps the bearer could not have read it him- 
self. But everybody recognized lions and 
unicorns and towers and lilies and chequers 
and all the other characters of heraldry. 

Flags evolved, then, merely as labels. 
There is nothing more intrinsically sacred 
about the flag of Canada than about the 
word Canada. Flag worship only appeared 
as an expedient in countries whose gov- 
ernments were so devoid of pageantry that 
something had to be set up to satisfy the 
easentially dramatic instinct in every man. 

That is not necessary in Canada. There 
is no reason, we suppose, why Canada 
should not have a national flag. At the 
same time, there is no particular reason 
why she should have anything more than 
the red ensign. 

All the fuss and hysteria about it is a 
trifle cheap.

Grab Labrador? 


A movement has been revived in Quebec 
to have Canada annex Labrador, as com- 
pensation for the protection our naval and 
air forces have been giving to Newfound- 
land. Just what Canada would do with the 
territory, other than add it to the unde- 
veloped area of northern Quebec, is not at 
all clear; and that perhaps is what the an- 
nexers have foremost in mind. What they 
seem to conveniently overlook is the ab- 
sence of any legal or moral reason why we 
should grab La‘rador, however large or 
little its resources may be. 

It was decided in 1927 by the court of 
last resort that Labrador belongs to New- 
foundland, without any considerable pro- 
test in or from Quebec, though that pro- 
vince lost a large area of problematically 
valuable territory in consequence. Nobody 
has shown that Quebec has actually been 
poorer because of that decision, however 
unwelcome it was to those who measure 
land value according to space on a map. 
Certainly it is not on record that either 
Quebec or the Dominion has wanted to buy 
back the lost territory. 

The t that Newfoundland owes 
Canada for the protection that has been 
poe to it is weak.

Appeal to the Alberta live- 
stock industry for orderly mar- 
keting of cattle to avoid conges- 
tion during the heavy hog run to 
packing plants was made Mon- 
day by Hugh W. Allen, president 


of the Alberta Livestock Co- 
Operative Ltd. in an intervibw 
with The Edmonton Bulletin, 


He appealed also to members of | 


the industry to take immediate 
steps to minimize mortality in 
feeder cattle being shipped from 
one centre to another. The cause of 
this increasing death rate, Mr. Al- 
len stated, was hemmorahagic sep- 


ticemina, commonly known as ship-| 


ping fever. 

Dealing with the recent state- 
ment made by Hon, James G, Gar- 
diner, Dominion minister of agri- 
culture, relative to the contract for 


the export of beef to Britain during | 
1944 and 1945, he said the state-| 


ment had cleared the aid to a cer- 
tain extent in the industry, 


SOME DISAPPOINTMENT 

It had created also, he added, the 
impression that there was an un- 
limited market for all kinds of cat- 
Ue all the time at a guaranteed 
price. This is certainly not the 
case, and already there must be 
considerable disappointment over 
the market returns for certain types 
of unfinished cattle, Mr. Allen 
stated. 

“The government is only guaran 
teeing the price on, and purchasing 
butcher cattle. Unfinished cattle do 
not enter into the picture at all, 
and their price will be governed 
solely by the supply and demand of 
local marketing centres,” Mr. Allen 
stated, 

He warned producers against 
clogging the market with unfin- 
ished stock at a time when there 
is very little demand for this type 
of cattle. At present all markets 
In western Canada report very 
slow movement, and a very un- 
certain demand for unfinished 
stock, and every farmer would be 
well advised to make an extra 
effort to feed these thin cattle 
and bring them to butcher grade, 
Mr. Allen stated. 

Mr, Allen drew attention to the 


fact that there has been a tremend- 
ous increase in our hog population 
which must be looked after by pro- 
cessing plants at the same time that 
they are disposing of butcher cattle.

With the new floor prices for 
beef at the same level throughout 
the year, there will be no induce- 
ment for the cattleman, already 
hard pressed for labor to carry his 
cattle through the winter on feed. 
If they are in shape he will be in- 
clined to sell them whenever fall 
pasture is at an end, and in so do- 
ing may again flood the market 
and cause a loss to himself and to 
other producers, Mr. Allen stated. 


“It is certainly most unfair that 
having been urged to produce more, 
the livestock man should find him- 
self the ‘victim of transportation, 
processing and governmental bottle- 
| necks, over which he has no con- 
trol”, Mr. Allen said. 

He sald that with good average 
crops all across Canada, and with 
exceptionally heavy crops of hay 
and feed grain in certain parts of 
Western Canada there would seem 
to be a prospect of good market this 
fall for good feeder cattle. 


MORTALITY SERIOUS 

There is one development in the 
feeder cattle market which graws 
increasingly serious with each suc- 
cessive season. That is the mortality 
in feeders shipped from one centre 
to another and caused by the di- 
sease hemorrhagic commonly 
known as shipping fever, or Hock 
yards dis 
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Eastern buyers, to protect them- 
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selves from losses from thie di- 
sease. must hold down the price 
to an extent that will cover any 
losses that (ray occur, and if 
feeder cattle are to bring their 
full market value there must be 
some guarantee to the purchaser 
that the cattle he buys are rea- 
sonably immune to this disease. 

This guarantee can be given 
through immunizing on the farms 
several weeks prior to shipment, 
and animals so treated could be 
identified with an ear tag, 

“If this immunizing is carried into

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In Drive Along Caen-Falaise Highway

WITH THE 1ST CANADIAN ARMY IN FRANCE, Aug. 28.—(CP)— 
Three Canadian division—the 4th Armored and the 2nd and 3rd Infantry—were in 
time in this war during the Canadian army's 10-day bat- 
tle along the Caén-Falaise highway which culminated in the capture of Falaise, 
the closing of an Allied trap at Trun and the annihilation of the German 7th Army.

This was the first major offensive+ 


launched by Lt-Gen. Crerar’s 1st! 
Canadian Army on Aug. 8 and these | 
three divisions, supported by a} 
Polish armored division and in the | 
early stagés by a British division, | 
destroyed the Caen-Falaise hinge | 
for the greatest Canadian victory 
in France. 

Permission was given Saturday 
to disclose that the 4th Canadian 
division had been fighting in 
France up to Aug. 18 and also that 
the 2nd and 3rd divisions were en- 
gaged with it until that date. 


FORMED VANGUARD 
The 2nd division and a British 
division formed the vanguard of the 


initial thrust which broke through 
the first line of German defences 
south of Caen in the wake of a 
1,000-bomber attack just after dark 
Aug. 7. The 2nd—which fought at 
Dieppe—was on the west side of 
the Gaen-Falaise highway, the Brit- 
ish on the east side. 

GBoquancourt, Fontenay-Le-Mar- 
fon, May-Sur-Orne and Tilly-La- 
Campagne were taken and all next 
day the advance rolled forward. 

Lt.-Gen. G. G. Simonds, com- 
mander of the 2nd Canadian 
Corps, commanded the actual op- 
erations in the field. He put both 
the 4th armored division and the 

Polish armored divisien through 
the 2nd division and the British 
division. ‘Hundreds of tanks lung- 


ed south along both sides of the 
highway with infantry: of those 
divisions following close behind. 

Cinthieux and Hautmesnil were 
captured and the Germans were 
driven from Bretteville-Le-Rabte, 
The Polish forces fanned out east 
of the highway and the 4th division 
struck for high ground west of the 
highway near Potigiay, five miles 
northwest of Falaise. 


REACH HIGH GROUND 


The Canadians reached this high 
ground and the Polish divisions 
advanced to the Laison river to the 
east. The German second defence 
line was penetrated and the Ger- 
man 8th and 9th infantry divisions, 
which had just arrived from Nor- 
way and which took the brunt of 
this attack, were practically elimin- 
inated. It looked 2s if Canadian and 
Polish tanks would sweep right 
through to Falaise to complete a 20- 
mile advance frqgm Caen over these 
bloody slopes. 

But the enemy rushed in troops 
to block the final thrust. A new 
infantry division was put into the 
line and some SS formations were 
thrown in. A new gun screen was 
hurriedly established nerth of Fal- 
aise, 


This was the first action for the 
4th armored division and it didn’t 
exploit the break-through rapidly 
enough. New to battle, they hesitat- 
ed in the final thrust just a little 
too long. The Germans formed new 
Positions and by Aug. 11 the Can-

YANKS RUN WILD 

Meanwhile American forces were 
running wild to the south, They got 
to Le Mans, 65 miles south of Fab 
aise, and kept going east. German 
armor concentrated in the Mortain 
area, 37 miles southwest of Falaise, 
was caught on a deep salient. The 
| Normandy pocket was being created 
|to enfold the enemy's 7th army. 
| Falaise had to be captured to trap 
| the Germans and Gen. Crerar and 
| Gen. Simons mounted a new attack. 

The 2nd Division swung west, 
capturing Bretteville - Sur - Laize 
and werking south through the 

Laize valley, while the 3rd Oivis- 
‘ion, which had been in reserve, 

moved up for the next large-scale 

attack which went in at noon Aug. 

14, Then the 4th and 3rd Divisions, 

from a starting point east of the 

highway, advanced across the 

Laison river and fought their way 

through the German gun screen 

which extended aleng the slopes 
northeast of Falaise. 

The attack went well. Another 
1,000-bomber raid supported the at- 
tack and was intended to blot out 
the Germans along the highway on 
the right flank of the advance. Even 
when approximately 20 per cent of 
the bombs féll short, the attack was 
not hindered. 

By the morning of Aug. 15 the 3rd 
and 4th Divisions were within 2% 
miles of Falaise. By the afternoon 
they were little more than a mile 
away to the. northeast. As this two- 
division attack gained ground, the 
2nd Division pushed far along the 
Laize valley and approached Falaise 
from the northwest. 


CAPTURED BY SECOND 

Clair-Tizon, Ussy and Villers- 
Canivet were captured by ‘the 2nd 
as it drove ahead with tank support. 
Potigny fell and the 3rd and 4th 
divisions fought into Olendon, 
Sassy, Epaney and Versaineville, 
northeast of Falaise. The three 
Canadian divisions were racing to 
be the first into the city while the 
Polish division mopped up around 
Potigny. 

On the night of Aug. 16 the 2nd 
division got troops into Falaise and 
next day the town wés captured. 


but the 3rd and 4th divisions con- 
tributed to the succes by engaging 
enemy forces nortneast of Falaise. 
As the town fell, the 4th armored 
division was ordered to Trun, 10 
miles southeast, with the Polish 
ferces swinging wide on the left 
flank in the same direction. Trun 
was taken Aug. 18 and the gap 
was shortly sealed by these two 

armored divisions linking with 
-American and French troops 
hustling northward from Argen- 
tan. 

The German 7th Army was cut 
off and sjiced to pieces by a gi- 
gantic air blitz and artillery fire. 

While the 2nd Division held firm 
around Falaise, the 3rd Division 
moved into the Trun barrier to 
help hold the line. The whole 


major attacks skilfully executed, 
was a major factor in the smashing 
victory which opened the roads of 
the lower Seine valley. 


THIRD SHOWED METTLE 

The battle-tested 3rd Division, 
which was among the assault forces 
on D-Day, showed its stern mettle 
again and the 2nd Division found 
its feet and stormed ahead. The 
4th Division did superbly in these, 
its first actions, despite difficulties 
in exploiting its first successes. 

The 2nd Canadian Armored Brig- 
ade, which landed with the 3rd 
Division on D-Day, also shared in 
this advance, supporting both the 
2nd and 3rd Divisions.

members of the Edmonton branch 
of the Canadian Legion, 8.€.8.L.,, 
Sunday aft8rnoon, 

The resolution was brought for- 
ward by W. J. Williams, M.L.A., 
secretary-manager of the branch, at 
a regular meeting att®nded by ap- 
proximately 300 members. He 
Pointed out that many Canadian 
servicemen who have married over- 
seas and who have been sent home 
because they are casualties, have 
no place to bring their wives and 
families, 


NO ACCOMMODATION 

One of the members who was dis- 
charged recently pointed out that 
he has been unable to find any 
accommodation for his wife and 
children. “In a lot of cases," he 
said, “when I have gone looking 
for rooms I've been turned down 
because I have children.” 

It was suggested that a commit- 
tee of three or four members be 
appointed to confer with wartime 
housing officials when they arrive 
from Ottawa next week and mem- 
bers agreed that every effort should 
be made to obtain the Jesuit Col- 
lege buildings and that accom- 
modation should be provided at a 
rental which could be met by 


families living on dependents’ 
allowances, 
A copy of the resolution was 


wired to Hon. C. D. Howe. 

Another resolution which re- 
ceived the unanimous approval of

The conference will deal
